Accept Patents of 
Main Line Men

Barricade for Airport, 
Dressing Tool and 
Spring Are Invented 

Two Narberth men and a Merion 
resident are among the 720 inven- 
tors whose claims were ruled upon 
favorably by patent examiners, ac- 
cording to an announcement made 
this week by the U. S. Patent Of- 
fice. 

One is John C. Whitesell. Jr., of 
Merion, inventor of a dressing 
tool. Examiners gave him credit 
lor 13 original ideas in connec- 
tion with his invention, which has 
been under examination by the 
patent office since May 26, 1938. 

Whitesell has assigned his pat- 
ent for manufacture or exploita- 
tion to Edward G. Budd Manufac- 
turing Company, Philadelphia, ac- 
cording to Patent Office records. 

Isaac M. Chambers of Narberth 
also got a patent. His invention is 
a new type of spring for railway 
trucks. He filed application Feb- 
ruary 27, 1940, and patent exam- 
iners gave him credit for 16 new 
ideas in connection with his de- 
vice. Chambers has not assigned 
his patent rights. 

Albert P. Johnston, Windsor av., 
Narberth, has obtained a patent 
on barricades for airport fields 
which pop out from under the 
run-ways like "jack-in-the-boxes" 
to block the landing of enemy air- 
craft. 

Feature of the new barricade is 
that it does not mar the field nor 
in any way detract from the nor- 
mal use of the field for taking off 
and landing of planes. The mech- 
anism may be operated quickly, 
however, to throw the barricades 
into position when an enemy air 
force threatens. 

When enemy planes approach, a 
switch is snapped and the barri- 
cade rises into a protective posi- 
tion. Should sabotage have put the 
power mechanism out of operation, 
a crank permits the barricades to 
be- quickly popped out from the 
pits. The barricade itself may 
comprise: heavy steel bars or rails.

Identification Cards to be Issued 
All Montgomery County Veterans 

Identification cards for all War < is an honorably discharged war 



Veterans in Montgomery County, 
will be issued by Montgomery 
County Commissioners Fred C. 
Peters, Foster C. Hillegass and 
Raymond K. Mensch, through the 
office of Veterans' Service Officer 
Raymond L. Hemmerly, according 
to an announcement. 

Letters were sent out today to 
all Veterans' organizations in the 
County advising them of the new 
plan and urging all members of 
the post to avail themselves of the 
convenience. 

The purpose of the official Vet- 
erans' Identification Card is to 
provide identification and infor- 
mation in case of accident or death 
of honorably discharged veterans. 

Veterans, it is pointed ouf, can- 
not carry their Honorable Dis- 
charge Certificates with them at 
all times, but these identification 
cards will provide all the military 
data necessary in most cases. They 
are designed to fit card cases. 

They will show that the owner 



veteran and that a Post Service 
Officer should be notified; that 
the owner may be entitled to hos- 
pitalization in a Veterans' Ad- 
ministration Hospital; the name 
and address of the relative to be 
notified; that the owner may be 
entitled to burial benefits; and 
the owner's military record, In- 
cluding thumb print for positive 
identification and blood type If a 
transfusion Is necessary. 

The cards will be Issued to 
members of United Spanish War 
Veterans, Veterans of Foreign 
Wars of the United States, The 
American Legion, Disabled Amer- 
ican Veterans of the World War 
and Italian-American World War 
Veterans of 'the United States. 

The cards will be issued to any 
honorably discharged veteran resi- 
dent of, or a member of any vet- 
eran organization in Montgomery 
County, without charge, provided 
he presents his discharge as proof 
of service.

Urges Care On 
Retread Permits 

Applicants Must 
Comply with All 
Regulations 

As a part of Montgomery Coun- 
ty's effort to relieve the serious rub- 
ber shortage which is threatening 
America's war effort, A. B. Dctwiler. 
County Rationing Chairman, ha? 
issued an appeal to all local War 
Price and Rationing Boards in the 
County to exercise the utmost cau- 
tion in granting purchase certific- 
ates for retreads. 

Acting on a bulletin forwarded 
by R. F. Ashenfeltcr, State Director 
of the Pennsylvania Office of Price 
Administration, Detwiler pointed out 
that even in the case of defense 
workers, -although the importance of 
their work is appreciated, retread 
purlchasBic^Uflcates should be is- 
sued only If they comply with all 
requirements of the regulations. 

To be eligible for retreads, Mr 
Detwiler said, a defense worker must 
establish (1) that no other mcanf 
of transportation is available, (2) 
that his vehicle will be used prin- 
cipally for eligible purposes, and (3) 
that he regularly carries other pas- 
sengers to work with him or has 
made reasonable efforts to arrange 
for such pooling. 

Further, he said, local board? 
should require the defense worker 
applicant to present a letter from 
his employer confirming the above 
facts.

Many titties the question arises, "Why should I save rags?" 

The term — ©Id rags — includes cast off clothing, burlap 
bags, draperies, mattresses, pillows land discarded carpets.

Some of them are 
passed through shredding machines and become, finally, the base 
for roofing and flooring material that is used for our defense 
factories and our housing projects. 

Other old rags are dethreaded and rewound upon spools. 
Then this thread is again woven into textiles and finally become 
uniforms for our soldiers, sailors and marines. 

Still other old rags appear to be useless and many house- 
wives are tempted to burn them, because they feel ashamed to 
offer them to any collector. Never burn old rags: no matter 
how useless your old rags appear always save them and give 
them to the men on the red shield trucks of the Salvation Army. 

These seemingly useless rags are washed, bleached and 
shredded. Then they become wiping cloths to be used upon the 
machines in the war industries and the machines of our army, 
navy and air forces. The United States Navy uses hundreds of 
tons of wiping cloths each and every year. 

America 'Is a rich mine in old rags. In attics and cellars, in 
stores and on farms, tons of old rags are lying idle and -wasting 
away. The time (has now arrived when we must work this mine.

police authority to arrest on view 'suspicious persons 
who give no reasonable account of themselves'." 

It has been held In cases under those ordinances that 
inquiry before the magistrate should be whether the 
accused actions were suspicious and whether the ac- 
count gave of himself at the time of his arrest was 
unreasonable. 

In supporting this Solicitor Pearlstine quoted from a 
Supreme Court of Pennsylvania case of Burk vs. How- 
ley: from the Pennsylvania case of Burk vs. Howley in 
which the Lower Court charge was; 

"Now, gentlemen, there is no controversy here but 
what this arrest and imprisonment was wholly Illegal. 
Police officers have no right to arrest any one on mere 
suspicion. They have a right under the Act of Assem- 
bly and the ordinance of the City to arrest on view. 
That is, when they see a party committing a crime, 
they can arrest him without a warrant. But they 
have no right to arrest any person without a warrant 
merely on suspicion. They cannot arrest on suspicion 
a suspicious character without making Inquiry of the 



person because the ordinance and the Act both say 
they can 'arrest suspicious persons who cannot give a 
reasonable account of themselves.' If they arrest a 
man merely on suspicion, he must be taken at once 
before a magistrate. He is entitled to a hearing in- 
stantly without being locked up at all. He is taken 
before a magistrate and if they have any evidence that 
would justify an information, than an information 
ought to be made and a warrant issued and on that 
warrant the party may then be put Into prison. But 
they have no right to arrest a party on suspicion, to 
look him up at once and keep him there several days 
without a hearing or without an Information. 
"I am aware, gentlemen, that police officers often 
•do arrest suspicious persons and very frequently, it 
turns out that the party was guilty of some crime. 
Where this Is an arrest without a warrant on suspicion 
merely and it is followed up by a prosecution and 
conviction of the crime, that will excuse or justify the 
Illegal arrest, but It Is necessary to follow it up and get 
a conviction in order to Justify an Illegal arrest.

AHt RAID SOCIAL PROBLEM 



The Bktckout Visitor Who 
Camps in YoufLivingRoom 



If you are ordered off the streets^ 
during a complete blackout and 
told to seek shelter, it doesn't 
mean you have to camp In some 
unwilling neighbor's living room 
for the duration. 

According to Dr. Howard Wayne 
Smith, executive director of the 
U>wer Merion Council of Defense, 
the term "shelter" is being inter- 
preted in this Township to mean 
•available shelter," and does not 
mean that residents must neces- 
sarily allow other people to come 
into their homes unless the house- 
holders wish them to. 

In a resume of questions brought 
up after the recent all-night black 
out in this section of the country 
Dr. Smith also clarifies a few 
other problems which have been 
puzzling residents in this vicinity 

Many have remarked that the 
street lights did not go out uni- 
formly throughout the Township 
when the alarm was sounded. 

"Because of electrical condition! 
along the lines," Dr. Smith ex- 
plains, "there will be a slight de- 
lay before all the lights arc ex- 
tinguished. While the lights are 
p.utomatically controlled, it takes 
four minutes from the time the 
order is issued to the time all 
street lights throughout the Town- 
ship are out." 

Dr. Smith advises noticing any 
evidence of suspicious conduct dur- 
ing a blackout to notify the police. 
During a complete blackout, when 
the use of telephones is restricted, 
this information may be given to 
an auxiliary policeman or to an 
air raid warden to report

Haverford Rated Third In 
State - Wide Safety Contest 



Haverford Township has been 
given a third place rating in 
Pennsylvania's Community Safety 
Contest for all places with 10,000 
or more population in the St He. 

Lower Merion Township is in 
lath place. 

Throughout Pennsylvania last 
year, there were 5008 fatal acci- 
dents, according to statistics col- 
lected by the Bureau of Inspection 
of the Department of Labor and 
Industry. Of these accidents, 807 
were charged to industry, 1194 to 
homes, 2244 to traffic and 763 were 
listed as general. 

Haverford Township had only 
one fatal accident resulting from 
an automobile collision which gave 
the Township a rating average of 
.0362 accident for every 1000 of its 
population, listed as 27,594. 

Another Delaware County com- 
munity, Lansdowne Borough, along 
with Waynesboro in Franklin 
County, led the list and had en- 
1 viable records of not having any 
fatal accidents to report. Lans- 
downe, however, has only a popu- 
lation of 10,837 and Waynesboro of 
10.231. 

Lower Merlon, with a popula- 
tion listed as 39,566 had four fatal 
traffic accidents and another acci- 
dent attributed to a general cause. 
This gave Lower Merlon an aver- 
age of .1264 to every 1000 of Its 
population. 

Other nearby municipalities fell 
In the following places, according 
to their rating of accidents: 

Upper Darby was in 19th place; 
Cheltenham in 13th place; Abing- 
ton in 29th place; Philadelphia in 
71st place and Chester in 90th 
place. 

Assembly of the data u under- 
taken to stimulate interest In 
community safety. Figures for the 
contest among communities of 10,- 
000 population or oyer were ob- 
talned from county coroners and 
registrars of vitaj statistics.

four of them occurring in the 
home, one due to traffic and the 
other three classified as general 
Among the counties Delaware 
ranked 22nd with 118 fatalities re- 
ported, 22 charged to industry; 20 
to the home; 62 to traffic and 14 
classified as general. Montgomery 
was in 41st place on the rating list 
with 17 fatal accidents charged tc 
industry; 44 to home; 78 to traffic 
and 19 to general causes which 
makes a total of 158.
